Concert with Russia; it was added, 
eat first sight appeared improbable, but un- 
der the German-Austrian treaty both 
countries are able to offer Russia the benefits 
of a differential tarif™. It is to-day definitely 
announced that negotiations for a 
commercial treaty between Ger- 
many and Russia have commenced and 
that Russia promises to treat the matter with 
liberality if the German Government will sup- 
port Russia’s proposition to abolish the inter- 
diction at present placed by the treaty of 1641 
(confirmed in London in 1871 and in Berlin in 
1878) upon the passage of war-ships through 
the Dardanelles. The stand which Russia has 
taken in this matter is due to the fact that 
two Russian vessels belonging to the volunteer 
feet and loaded with military workmen and 
material on their way to Vadivostock, the 
eastern terminus of the Trans-Siberian Rall 
road, were stopped recently in the Dardan- 
elles under the provisions of the treaty re- 
ferred to. The vessels referred to were sub- 
sequently permitted to proceed after the 
Russian Ambassador at Oonstantinople, M. 
DeNelidoff, bad protested most vigorously 
against their detention.

HOW SPAIN PROPOSES TO BIND CUBA TO

Novel Maneuvers for the Instruction of

WASHINGTON, May 4.—The secret of the 
ready success of Gen. Foster in negotiating 
the treaty with Spain in regard to Cuba 
is said to be due to the adoption of anew do- 
mestic policy by the Spanish Government. This 
policy comprehendsa gradual reduction of 
duties on Spanish goods imported into Cuba, 
and will permit a reduction of duties on for- 
eign goods without destroying the advantage 
of Spanish shippers. Spain proposes, in 
short, to bind Cuba to her by the eventual 
abolition of custom duties with a view of 
promoting trade with the mother country. 
This plan she believes will more than offset 
the reduction in duties which she will make 
in favor of foreign countries. Spain had deter- 
mined upon this policy before the McKinley reg 
ciprocity law and in view of it, served notice 
some months ago upon all nations with whom 
she had treaties containing the ‘‘favored 
nation’’ clause that she wanted these treaties 
to be considered as abrogated within the 
briefest time permitted. Having thus freed 
her hands, she was able to grant readily 
to the United States all that Gen. Foster was 
instructed to insist upon without sacrificing 
herown plans. It may turn out that she will 
grant to other nations the same reduction in 
Guties she has granted by Gen. Yoster’s ar- 
rangement to the United States. 
no compulsion to do 860, however, since she 
has abrogated her ‘‘favored nation’’ treaties, 
and even if she does the United States will 
always enjoy the advantages of proximity 
and close relations established by her import 
trade from Cuba.

A DRAMATIC EVENT IN THE FATHER 
IGNATIUS CRUSADE. 


Severe Arraignment of Prominent Epis- 
copal Divines at a Crowded Meeting in 
Chickering Hall, New York—Dr. De 
Costa on the Side of the Anglican 
Monk. 


New Yoru, May 4.—At Chickering Hall yes- 
afternoon Father Ignatius, the Angli- 
can monk, held the most extraordinary meet- 
ing of his present crusade against what it has 
pleased him to term rue bold repudiation 
of the Obristian religion in the Episcopal 
Church. He was greeted by om immense 
audience. Olergymen of all denominations 
were plentiful. Ladies and gentlemen prom!- 
nent as church people and as ornaments of 
the fashionable world listened to the monk e 
flery utterances with a sympathy that fre- 
quentiy burst into applause. Yor the first 
time since he began his onslaught upon the 
constituted powers of the Protestant Episco- 
pal diocese of New York the evangelist’s 
hands were publicly upheld by a prominent 
divine of that church, Rev. Dr. De Costa, who 
sat beside him onthe stage during his ter- 
rife arraignment of Bishop Potter and Drs. 
Dix, Huntington and Newton and afterward 
said a few ringing words of approbation and 
encouragement of the monk's course. 
& DRAMATIC EVENT. 

Father Ignatius, like the prophet of old, 
commanded all those who were on the Lord's 
side either to join him on the platform or 
rise in their places in the auditorium. 8. 
eral clergymen sprang from their seats and 


mounted the platform in response to this ap- 


peal. When he asked the people who be- 
Heved with him to rise, and a large propor- 
tion of the audience remained seated, from 
an evident aversion to taking sides or making 
themselves conspicuous, he cried loudly that 
they should remember that he construed 
their lukewarmness as evidence that they de- 
nied the miraculous birth and resurrection of 
Christ. Everybody then got up. When the 
above climax was reached. Father Ianatius’ 
face streamed with perspiration. He gasped 
for breath and seemed to grasp his reading 
desk for support. He confessed that in the 
past few days that he had been affiicted with 
fainting spelis and feared that another of 
them might postrate him at any minute.

OCHATANOOGA, Tenn., May 4.—Informa‘ion

TWO LIVES LOST. 


WOMAN BURNED TO DEATH AT 
ROCHESTER, x. . 

Rocuesrer, N. Y., May 4.—At 2:45 o’clock 
this morning Edward Shafer discovered 
flames issuing from a two-story frame build- 
ing at 148 Nassau street, occupied by Nellie 
Rosenbloom. The flames had enveloped 
the entire. interior of the building 
before discovered. Mr. Shafer sent 
in an alarm. Almost at this instant 
Mrs. Muntski and her son, who lived in the 
rear part of the upper story ofthe building, 
were awakened by the dense smoke, and with 
much difficulty reached the street clad only 
in their night clothes. The front part of the 
upper story was occupied by Herman Step- 
hanskiand a woman whose name is unknown. 
It was supposed that all the inmates of the 
building had escaped in safety. 

When the fremen had subdued the flames 
enough to enter the upper part of the build- 
ing with ladders they found the bodies of a 
man and woman lying near together on 
the floor. Neighbors identified the man as 
being Herman Stephanski, but the name of 
the woman could not be ascertained, though 
it is supposed that she was his wife. The two 
were in the habit of drinking and they may 
have been under the influence of liquor at 
the time of the fre. They had evidently tried 
to escape, but their progress was cut off by 
the stairway being in flames, and for some 
unknown reason they did not succeed in rais- 
ing the only window in the room. The man 
and woman are aged about S0 years.

LEAPED FOR THEIR LIVES. 

CHICAGO, III., May 4.—Fourteen people were 
rendered homeless and several of them nar- 
rowly escaped with their lives during a fire 
which occurred at No. 180 Sherman street at 
2o’clock this morning. The building is a 
two-story frame, occupied on the first floor 
as a  dbdilacksmith shop.

The occupants were compelied to jump for 
their lives and reached the street clad only 
in their night-clothes.

EXPLOSION AND FIRE.

The Carpenters Will Make No Compro- 
mise With the Bosses. 


SIX HUNDRED PAINTERS GO ON A STRIKE 
FOR HIGHER WAGES. 


Conservatives Still Control the Carpen- 
ters, and Unless the Bosses Attempt 
to Trade on Their Work a General 
Strike May Be Avoided—Iron Workers 
Still Out. 


The labor situation this morning is any- 
thing but encouraging, there being more 
men ona strike than at any previous time 
since May 1. 

Tenth street, between Market and Walnut, 
at an early hour was crowded with men from 
the various trades who are out, while the 
scene around Central Trades and Labor 
Union headquarters was a busy one. The 
Executive Committee of the iron workers was 
in session, and there were numerous visitors 
to the rooms in which they were assembled. 

Around the Mechanics’ Exchange every- 
thing was quiet, the bosses either being de- 
termined to hold out or hopeful of an early 
termination of the trouble. There was no 
concerted action being taken among them, 
however, toward a com promise, and the sit- 
uation thereby grows more critical. 

The action taken by the Master Builders’ 
Association last Saturday evening was the 
subject of much severe criticism, owing to its 
very arbitrary nature. Even some of the 
builders assert that they do not propose to be 
gagged by any such action. Mr. Henry Feuer- 
bach expresses himselfas much surprised at 
suchan action, and says that it would have 
been much better policy to have at least 
offered to arbitrate. Other opinions of a 
similar nature are expressed on all hands. 

The prospect ofa general strike among the 
carpenters is still excellent. Such an action 
as that taken by the builders is considered by 
themen generally as sufficient warrant to 
open the strikein earnest. Cooler heads, 
however, prevail in the council chamber, and 
assurances were given this morning that the 
bosses who are willing to pay the 0 cents 
will be allowed to keep their men. 

This policy will at least obtain until a 
majority of the bosses refuse to accede, when 
a general strike will most likely take place, 
But there are still hopes that the majority of 
the employers wil. personally accede tothe 
demands, and upon this is based the hope 
of settling the trouble without a general 
strike. 

Thh interest inthe present agitation has 
centered inthe carpenters from the very be- 
ginning,and there it remains untill the pres- 
ent, because the membership of this organi- 
zation is greater than that of any other in- 
volved, aconservative estimate placing the 
membership at 2,100. At thistime they still 
hold the key to the situation; whichever way 
they act, that way will the other building 
trades most probably act also. 

THIS MORNING’S MEETING. 

J. C. Davis, President of the council, called 
that body to order at an early hour this morn- 
ing, and they remained in session the entire 
day. Early inthe morning the information 
was given out thatit had been decided the 
bosses who will not pay the 40 cents per hour 
will not be treated with any farther. The 
reason given is that sufficient time was given 
to the bosses to consider this matter before 
May i, and in refusing to do 
this they forfeited all right to 
consideration from the unions. The 
individual members of the council speak 
most bitterly of the action taken by the 
bosses Saturday afternoon. 


. Painters’ Strike. 


About five hundred painters went on strike 
to-day in response to the demand of the 
Brotherhood of Painters and Decorators’ 
Union for 8% cents an hour. They met at 
Central Turner Hall at 10 o’clock, Charles 
Hurt being chosen chairman. The meeting 
was well attended, the hall being filled and 
many being congregated on the sidewalk. 

The first Order of business was the hearing 
of reports from the shops. Fifty shops were 
heard from,a number of which acceded to 
the men’s demands. The men working in 
those shops were ordered to g0 
back to work. The firms which 
gave in were: Jules Lachance, Louis Hunt, 
H. A. Nelson, H. P. Wilson, Taylor’s shop, 
J. H. Kribben, Koenig’s shop, Paul Kerchoef- 
fer, Henry Luts, H. Piedmer and John 
Scharles. I. Grimming will pay 35 
cents next week. The men employed 
in the shops which acceded to the 
demands of the men and who were ordered 
back to work number 123. They hastily left 
the hall as their shops were called, evidently 
very glad of the permission to go to work. 

MORE WILL GIVE IN. 
A number of shop committees reported that 


the other master painters did; others that 
they would pay as much as any one else, etc. 
These were promptly disposed of by voting 
that the men could not go back to work 
until the bosses agreed to pay 485 cents. 

Although the strike was ordered by the 
Brotherhood of Painters and Decorators a 
good many local painters, as they are called, 
that is members. of the local Painters’ 
Union, also went out and in some cases non- 
union men. They were all inthe hall and 
participated in the meeting. 

A question was raisedat the meeting, and 
the manner in which it was disposed of 
showed a new departure in the manner of 
cenducting strikes. It had deen 
voted that no brotherhood men could 
work with non-union men. They could work 
with the local union men, provided the 
bosses paid all the 8 cents an hour. In the 
case of Louis Ruck & Son it was reported that 
two non-union men were employed who went 
out with the brotherhood men. The firm 
agreed to pay the 85 cents.

The Executive Committee of the tin, sheet- 
iron and cornice workers was in session at 
Central Turner Hall building this morning. 
The report was given out that there was some 
prospects of a settlement, some fifteen of the 
bosses having signified their willing- 
ness to grant the demand for 
eight hours’ work at the same pay 
as heretofore. It is claimed that these bosses 
are among the thirty-nine who were alleged 
to have signed a circular that they would not 
pay the same for eight hour’s work as they 
had heretofore for ten, and in regard to the 
issuance of which there is an assertion made 
that forgery was committed. The concession 
of these bosses allowed some 200 mento goto 
work, leaving 400 who are yet out on a strike. 

Committees are visiting the bosses for the 
purpose of treating with them in regard to 
the matters in controversy, and the promise 
is confidently made by the men that they 
will have won the strike by the end of the 
present week. 


Quarrymen Still Out. 

There are five stone quarries in the northern 
part of the city which are not in operation 
to-day, the number of men out being between 
seven and eight hundred. Some hitch in the 
negotiations between the men and their em- 
ployers has occasioned this. Stone is in de- 
mand and the quarry owners have been un- 
able to fill their orders this morning, thereby 
delaying work on a number of buildings. 

Mr. Edwin Batdorf, agent for the quarry 
owners, says this morning that he thinks the 
misunderstanding will be amicably adjusted 
within a few days, when orders for stone will 
be filled with former promptness. The men 
are behaving wonderfully well, no trouble 
having yet occurred. In case, however, an 
attempt is made to place other men in their 
old positions it is feared trouble will ensue. 


Marble Setters Go to Work.

MORRIS GOT MAD. 


The New Police Judge Comes to Blows 
With Frank Ryan. | 


A DISCUSSION OVER NOONAN’S SLATE 
WHICH ENDED IN A LIVELY FIGHT. 


The Mayor’s Right to Appoint a Superin- 
tendent of the House of Refuge Ques- 
tioned—Gilbert’s Appointment as Com- 
missioner of Supplies Causing Much 
Dissatisfaction. 


A political discussion led upto a violent 
clash between Thomas Morris, whois on the 
Mayor’s slate for Judgeof the First District 
Police Court, and Frank Ryan, a well known 
commission merchant, last night, at the 
Morgan Club, on Jefferson avente and 
Chestnut street. Theprompt interference of 
friends prevented serious results, but as it 
was both received some rather severe blows. 
The trouble, it appears, was precipitated by 
some remark made by Ryan reflecting on the 
Mayor’s appointments. Morris took excep- 
tions to this and in the wordy controversy that 
followed Ryan became personal and said 
something that grated harshly on the feelings 
of the rospective Police Court Judge. 
They we at one another ina furious 
manner and blows were exchanged in a lively 
fashion. Ayoung man stepped in about this 
time and concluded that he ought 
toact as peace maker. He got between the 
combatants and received several blows for 
his pains. He called for reinforcements, 
however, and the belligerents were soon sep- 
arated. 

Mr. Morris explained after the trouble that 
he greatly regretted the occurrence as Ryan 
and himself had always been on friendly 
terms. 

Eye witnesses describe the fight as 4 very 
funny event. The two men it seems had been 
chatting in 4 friendly manner only a few 
minutes before the outbreak, but it was ona 
subject other than the slate. The peace- 
maker inthe case happened in just before 
the trouble, and when the two became 
demonstrative he Jumped between them just 
in time to get hit from both sides. He found 
some consolation in the reflection that peace- 
makers are entitled to the blessings, even 
though they invariably get punished for their 
good intentions. 

The report of the trouble spread 
in an exaggerated formand fora time there 
was an impression in and about some of the 
resorts in that vicinity that Mr. Morris had 
been badly injured. An investigation 
proved, however, thathe escaped like his 
adversary witha few contusions about the 
face and eyes. 


Gilbert’s Appointment. 

The appointment of John Gilbert to the 
very important office of Supply Commission- 
er is viewed with disfavor everywhere. Thus 
far the only reason assigned for his appoint- 
ment is that he has been the Mayor’s com- 
panion ina numberof his after-dark tours, 
andthat heis accordingly in a position to 
tell some interesting stories. Gilbert is a 
Republican, or at least he * 
Always given out that impression. 
He came to the city only three years ago and 

associated with a man named 
Gitchell in thé conduct of a Republican pa- 
per. This paper after starting out to support 
the Republican ticket in the spring of 1889 
very abruptly bolted Col. J. G. Butler's can- 
didacy and took up the Noonan end of the 
Democratic ticket. It was said then that 
the managers ofthe bolting paper would get 
their reward if Noonan was elected. 
Nearly a year ago Gilbert 
suddenly left the city and it was given out 
that he had no intention ot ever coming back. 
He remained East untila few months ago, 
when he suddenly reappeared and the in- 
timacy between the Mayor and himself was 
at once resumed, They could be seen to- 
gether at various places and at various hours 
and soon the word went along the 
Noonanite line that Gilbert was in 
de push’’ and would get something 
good. The fact that he was a —— 9 
caused some of the Mayor’s to remark 
that he would not get an appointment, but 
the City Hall slate-maker them.

Fire Insurance Men Opposed to a Change 
of Chiefs. 

A meeting of the Board of Underwriters 
has been called for this afternoon to consider 
the advisability of taking action on the 
nomination of Mike Hester for CMef of the 
Fire Department. The insurance men are 
very much worked up over the nomination, 
because they say it indicates that the Fire 
Department is to be turned into a political 
machine, and that means ruin.

The appointment of new assist- 
ants means an entire reorganization or 
disorganization ofthe department, and that 
means an increase of insurance rates which 
would cost the insurers of this city thousands 
upon thousands of dollars. 


RUDINI'’S FINESSE. 


Ths Premier’s Last Note Was Meant for 
Home Consumption. 


WaSHINGTON, D. C., May 4.—It does not 
appear in the judgment of State Department 
people that the note of the Marquis Rudini to 
Marquis Imperiali, who is now the represen- 
tative of Italy in the United States, published 
this morning, has changed the situation 
either for better or worse. A reporter this 
morning asked the Marquis Imperial 
to define his position as he under- 
stood it.

Proof Secured Against the Man Charged 
| With Carrie Brown’s Murder. 


Is HE THE FIEND OF THE WHITE CHAPEL 
DISTRICT OF LONDON? 


Frenchy No. 1 Is a Vicious, Sullen For 


eigner Who Has Spent Many Years in 
Africa~Evidence of His Guilt-—The 
Murderer’s Knife Identifled by Prison- 
ers in the Jamaica Jail. 


New Tom, May 4.—The case of Jack the 
Ripper will be presented to the Grand-jury, 
which was selected to-day. That the man 
now in custody is the London Ripper of 
world-wide notoriety seems very doubtful. 
The police have not yet been able to get a 
history of Frenchy’s movements, and conse- 
quently cannot prove his whereabouts at the 
times of the White chapel atrocities. 

Inspector Byrnes evidently does not believe 
he is the London fiend. The police have been 
working to locate Frenchy No. 2, who ac- 
companied Carrie Brown to the Kast River 
Hotel on the night of the murder, 

Two prisoners in the Queen’s County Jail 
who were there for a month preceding 
April 18, when Frenchy was released 
after serving a thirty days’ sentence for 
vagrancy, have identified him and also the 
bloody knife found in the East River Hotel, 
where ‘‘Old Shakespeare’’ was butchered. 
They had fead descriptions of the knife in the 
papers and informed the Sheriff that it was 
very like one which Frenchy had secretly 
kept during his confinement there under the 
name of Frank, alias Frank Sherlick, alias 
George Francoise. 

The evidence against Frenchy No. 1 18 
apparently conclusive. 

Carrie Brown was butchered ten days ago. 
Frank Sherlick, or Frank Sherlicka, known 
as Frenchy No. 1, is charged with the mur- 
der. He was arrested at 8 o’clock on the 
evening following the discovery of the mur- 
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The New York Jack the Ripper. 

der. Frenchy slept in the East River Hotel 
with the woman Shakespeare Wednesday 
night. He was about with her all day 
Thursday and part of Thursday evening. 
They were in the bar-room of the East River 
Hotel together that evening. The woman 
Shakespeare came into the hotel at 11 o’clock 
with an unknown man and the pair were 
assigned to room 81 on the top floor. Later 
Frenchy entered and took room 88 on the top 
floor. Next morning when Carrie Brown's 
body was found the man who registered 
with her was gone. Going to room 83 
Frenchy, who had long known the woman, 
was arrested while asleep. His clothing, the 
chair, his socks were all blood stained. Un- 
der his finger nails traces of blood corpuscles 
were found. Drops of blood were found on 
the floor ofthe hall leading from the room 
where the murder took place to room 81. 
where Frenchy slept. Specks of blood 
were also found on the wall 
marked by shaking bloody fingers. 
The prisoner lied as to his presence on the 
floor on the night of the murder. He claimed 
to have spent the night at other places, but 
his claims were disproved when he was taken 
to the places indicated. He denied knowing 
the dead woman and also denied knowing 
Mary Ann Lopez, who slept in the room with 
him. He was identified by the boy who sent 
him to the room. The bloody broken 
carving-knife found in the room has 
since been identified as Frenchy’sand every 
circumstance points to his guilt. He proba- 
bly murdered the woman for the money she 
had or through jealousy. 

A man supposed to be ©. Knickes, the 
blonde man described by the East River Hotel 
chambermaid as Carrie Brown’s companion 
on the night of the murder,has been arrested 
at Jamaica, L. I. He gives the name of 
Charlies Holland. He claims an alibi. 

Frenchy is ungainly and awkward, about 5 
feet 10 inches tall and may weigh 150 pounds. 
You would think him a Moor or an Arab, and 
he says he speaks French and Arabian. His 
eyes are black, deep set, rather small and 
restive, and he doesn’t like to look anyone in 
the face. That may bea peculiarity, but the 
Inspector takes it as an evidence of guilt. 
His features are sharp, his lips are thin and 
his cheekbones high and prominent. 
His frame is powerful, his legs long and his 
2 hands and fingers extraordinarily slen- 

er. 

His right arm is covered with tatooed 
figures. 

One is a dancing girl in short skirts over the 
words Fatma Mahomet Makdon.’’ This 
would indicate that the work was done by a 
Turk. Near this is a cross above a crescent, 
and on the under part of the forearm is a por - 
trait of himself with Turkish fez on his head. 
The Inspector asked him who did the work. 
He shrugged his shoulders and said he 
**coulda not speaka Einglig.’’ 

There is a wicked twinkle in Frenchy’s left 
eye, a glare at times, which indicates the dis- 
position of a cold-blooded villain who would 
not hesitate at anything. 

To counsel appointed by the court, through 
an Algerian interpreter, the prisoner has 
claimed his innocence. He says he isa citi- 
zen of France and was a soldier in Algeria. 

As to whether he isthe London Jack the 
Ripperor not the police are not satisfied, 
though inclined to believe that he can prove 
an alibi. There is no doubt but that as a 
cattle boss on the cattle steamers he has 
made a number of trips to England. It will 
be remembered that at the time of the Lon - 
don crimes the favorite theory was that the 
murderer was a butcher or drover on one of 
the cattle steamers. 7

Wilmot A. ce 
four years ago was in the United States mall 
service on the N. T. C. 4 H. R. Railroad. 
Miss Marcellus, a pretty bruenette witha 
handsome figure and 17 years old, be- 
came infatuated with wrence, They 
eloped and were married in February, 1887, in 
Albany, N. V. The bride gota large certifi- 
cate with places for the pictures of herself 
and husband, and gave it into his Keeping. 
When she home Mrs. 
Marcellus would not believe that 
she was married and when 
Dora appealed to her husband to produce the 
proofs he declared that he had destroyed the 
marriage certificate. However, Mrs. Mar- 
cellus, who wentto Albany, secured an ab- 
stract of the marriage from the minister’s 
record, She was much displeased upon learn- 
ing the truth. So was Mrs. Lawrence,and her 
raven black hair turned white in one night, 
but her daughter-in-law insisted that that 
was because it had been dyed. The young 
couple were not happy long. Lawrence was 
jealous and made several ugly charges 
against his wife, each of which she easily 
disproved. 

When the Legislature covened Lawrence 
took his wife to Albany. He told her that she 
must court the society of the Solons. She re- 
fused at first, but he beatand abused her 
into submission. Lawrence took her money 
and would not give her money enough to 
dress herself attractively. They came to New 
York April 16. When she refused to obey 
Lawrence’s orders he would beat her. Once 
she escaped and took refuge at the house of 
an old friend of herfamily, but he goon found 
her and got her back. He seldom let his wife 
go outof his sight after that. On Saturday 
night the young woman accosted Detective 
Gleason of the Mercer street Police Station 
and he placed her under arrest. Lawrence 
rushed across the street and told the detec- 
tive the woman was his wife. The detective 
did not believe him and Mr.Lawrence grasped 
the detective by the arms and told 
his wife to run. -Detective Dolan came 
to Gleason’s assistance and both were 
brought up to the station and locked 
up. They were arraigned yesterday and 
Mrs. Lawrence told her story. In Lawrence’s 
pessession was $70 which he had forced his 
wife to give him. Mrs. Lawrence had only 
$4. Judge McMahon turned all the money over 
to Mrs. Lawrence and then released her after 
she had paid a 88 fine. Lawrence was held in 
$1,000 bail for resisting an officer in the dis- 
charge of his duty, and in default of which 
he sentenced him to six months’ imprison- 
ment.

None Could Be Bought in Boston® 
Sallie Hanley’s Acquaintance With the 
Doctor—They Were Very Friendly. 


Proviperce, R. I., May 4.—The stories told 


by the persons whose names have been con- 
nected with the poisoning Of Mrs. Josephine 
A. Barnaby at Denver are falling out. It is 
now established that the writing on the pack- 
age of poisoned liquor sent through the mail 
from Boston is very similar to that of Dr. T. 
Thatcher Graves, her confidential adviser. 
His identification by L. 0. Wilkins 
asthe manwho mailed the package at Bos- 
ton was a mistake. Mr. Wilkins saw another 
man. Dr. Graves has been accused of having 
sent Sallie Hanley tothe monntaing ostensi- 
bly as Mrs. Barnaby’s companion but really 
asa detective. Miss Hanley is here, but the 
authorities have had very little success in 
questioning her. 

It appears that upon her return to Provi- 
dence, but a few weeks after the unexplained 
discharge in the mountains, Miss Hanley was 
taken very iu and lay for a long time seri- 
ously sick. ‘ 

She was constantly attended, it is said, by 
Dr. Graves, who carried her beautiful fowers 
and fruit and did what he could tocheer her 
in her suffering. After she regained her 
health sufficiently to go out physicians in the 
vicinity of Dr. Graves’ house say she was 
one of his most constant patients. 

Other people in the neighborhood tell of 
walks and talks by moonlight, and of other 
romantic situations in which Dr. Graves and 
Miss Hanley were seen together, Miss Han-

ley secured employment in a well-Known dry 
goods house as salesgirl and soon left and be- 
gan workinacompeting house. Then she 
secured her present situation in Dr. N. B.

Edw. Bennett, who kept the Adirondack 
Cottage, where Mrs. Barnaby boarded, has 
given an account of Dr. Graves’ visit there. 
He insists that Miss Hanley wrote frequently 
to Dr. Graves, and that while there she in- 
sisted a riding horseback in a loose wrapper, 
causing so much comment and disgust that 
Mrs. Barnaby decided to discharge her. Con- 
cerning Dr. Graves’ interest in the girl, Ben- 
nett says that one day, while bathing with 
Dr. Graves, he brought up this subject. His 
story is as follows:

All the inhabitants of Blue Mountain Lake are 
talking about it, and Mrs. Barnaby herself 
became disgusted and would thenand there 
have discharged her if it had not been for 
me. 

1 didn’t want any trouble made, Mr. 
Bennett, the doctor went on, I am the per- 
son who engaged Miss Hanley for Mrs. Barn- 
aby. When you go back home talk with your 
wife, tell herto take Miss Hanley one side 
and advise her, use your influenceand that 
of your wife to have Mrs. Barnaby retain Miss 
Hanley until the season is over. It would be 
bad for me to have her discharged. Iam one 
ofthe executors, and engaged Miss Hanley, 
and 1 would not for the world have her go 
home and say she had been discharged. You 
know, as I said, that Iam one of Mrs. Barn- 
aby’s executors and her physician, and that 
she has to do about as I say.’ 

Mr. Bennett then struck another vein, 
saying: ‘I have seen things between Miss 
Hanley and Dr. Graves which aroused my 
suspicion. I don't care to tell what they 
were. The letters which passed between the 
two were one cause of suspicion.

Its only object was to secure to the publica 
guarantee of the healthful purity of Amer!- 
can candies. Following the general passage 
of this bill the Confectioners’ Association 
then offered large rewards for information 
leading to the conviction of manufacturers 
who still persisted in using terra alba and 
other adulterants of candy. Every un- 
stance of adulteration was vigorously 
prosecuted, and the results soon became ap- 
parent. For ayear past there has not been 
one case Of adulteration of candy reported, 
although our agents are unremitting in their 
surveillance of the output. Samples of every 
manufacturer’s goods are obtained and care. 
fully examined by them, and it is safe to say 
that if any large manufacturer was still 
adulterating his candies he would be on the 
list for prosecution right now. 
REGULATING FREIGHT RATES. 

Another object of the association was the 
regulating of freight rates, and this depart- 
ment is also in good shape now, there being 
no freight grievance coming before this con- 
vention that lam aware of. You know that 
all grades and varieties of manufactured can- 
dies are now scheduled as third-class freight 
on the tariffs of every ratlroad in the United 
States. This uniformity of classification was 
secured through the efforts of the Confection- 
ers’ National Association, and is maintained 
owing to their arguments as to its fairness. 
Some months ago we had some trouble in 
freights caused by the railroads placing can- 
dies in the second instead of the third class, 
but a vigorous protest from the association 
caused this change to be revoked. 

NOT A CONFECTIONERS’ TRUST.

Department detectives were to-day set to 
work on a case of mysterious stabbing in

The case was first reported tothe author- 
ties to-day. Pandolin made complaint at 
the office of Chief of Detectives Desmond 
about 11 o'clock and told his story, saying 
that yesterday afternoon while standing in 
the saloon at Seventh and Eim streets he had 
been attacked by an unkown Italian and 
stabbed in the left breast,-directly over the 
heart.

Corbett being now satisfied that 
Jackson will almost of acertainty be ready 
to enter the ring on May 21, is attending to 
his training with renewed vigor. His one 
ambition is to defeat his opponent 
and thereby bound into a prominence 
that otherwise it would take long 
years toattain. Sam Fitzpatrick, Jackson’s 
trainer, says that his charge has begun 
heavy outdoor exercise and that the injured 
foot shows no sign of giving way. The bet- 
ting so far has been very light, though sev- 
eral bets were placed on Corbett since Jack- 
som met with the accident at even money. 
As a rule, however, the Corbett men demand 
odds of 2 to 1, and Jackson’ s followers think 
these odds unwarranted. 

„Macon writes as follows in one of his 
letters about the match: ‘‘I want to say this, 
that I have heard from San Francisco hints 
that make me feel that Corbett is going to 
have more than fists to contend with when 
he meets Peter Jackson in the California 
Club’s ring, and that is the adverse wishes of 
the leading professional betting men of the 
place. They have made Jackson a 2 tol 
fevorite, and these are false odds on the 
records of the men. Idon’t want to think 
that the fact that Jackson is virtually a 
protege of the club has agything to do with 
these excessive odds, but thisI will say and 
that is, that I most sincerely hope and trust 
that ‘the Native Son of the Golden West’ 
will have a fair field and that no favor will 
be shown to Jackson. In this way, and in 
this way only, can the club maintain the 
reputation it had when I was in California 
of being the fairest and squarest club in 
Christendom.’’

He was 
aggressive fromthe start, never giving Ma- 
honey a moment’s rest. Mahoney got a good 
welt over his rigut eye inthe second round, 
and thenceforward he ran Willis a race 
about the ring. Willis has as good a left as 
right arm and can use either effectively on 
the body and head. Like Slavin he takes 
punishment on the face to open his way for 
a good, stiff punch at his opponent and is a 
Slavin all through in his swagger.

in front of Morton, with Hannah third, 150 
yaris behind, and Parry twenty yards 
behind him. No need here to 
describe the contest through the 
ensuing laps. The race became 
a maten between Morton and Thomas, and 
as both were very fit, it was seen that if the 
twelve miles match in which they were pre- 
viously engaged were a criterion victory must 
rest with the Salford Harrier. On this oc- 
casion, however, Morton did not resort to 
those gallery tricks of sprinting midway, and 
falling back. He felt he had a higher game 
at stake, and for the whole of the journey lay 
quietly at Sid Thomas’ elbow.

COLORADO GOLD FIELDS. 


The Rich Findon Cripple Creek—Miners 
Flocking to the Gulch. 


FLORRISSANT, Colo., May 4.—The new El 
Dorado is Cripple Creek and fromthe ac- 
counts brought in from there one of the big- 
gest gold finds of late years has been made. 
Cripple Creek is at the base of Pisgah Moun- 
tain, eighteen miles south of this 
city on the Mount Pisgah cattle 
ranch, which has for twenty -five years been 
used as pasture. Fourteen years ago gold 
was discovered filteen miles northeast of this 
place and a wild rush was made, but the 
boom lasted buta very short time. Cripple 
Creek Valley is a beautiful, smooth 
country, rich with new grass, broken 
here and there with small knollis 
and at this season of the year presents a sight 
a painter would gaze upon withrapture. The 
ground is rocky and of trachyle formation, 
Syenite granite and quartzite lie beneath. 
The goldis known as gulch gold, and the 
gravel containing itis gulch gravel. Though 
at a great altitude it must have floated 
there. Assaysrun from $200 to $10 per ton; 
assaysso far have been made from surface 
samples, as no shaft is deeper than thirty 
feet. The lode is from three to thirteen feet 
wide, and assays so far show very little vari- 
ation in value as it descends.

ST. LOUIS CORN AND WHEAT. 


Flattering Prospects for a Remarkably 
Heavy Trade. 


There now remains scarcely a doubt that 
the foreign shipments of corn and wheat 
from St. Loufs will be larger during the pres- 
ent year by from 40 to 75 per cent than they 
have ever been before. A very considerable 
growth was expected fromthe beginning of 
the year, but the developments of the past 
few weéks have shown that the most optim- 
istic estimates made during January and the 
early. part of February fell far short of the 
reality. In wheat it has long been recog- 
nized that a remarkable increase in 
the foreign trade would take 
place, principally owing to the com- 
plete, or almost complete, failure of 
the Fre nch and Spanishcrops. These coun- 
tries, especially France, raise grain closely 
resembling the soft wheat crop that is 
handled in st. Louis, and in supplying their 
wants cannot draw upon the hard wheat 
districts of the Northwest, but must buy in 
St. Louis. The advantages of the high grading 
of wheat that has long prevailed in this city 
are now fully recognized even by the few who 
were inclinedto favor the system of debas- 
ing the grades by the rating of hard wheat as 
No. 2 red, inaugurated by State Inspector 


O’Shda, and arrangements have been made. 


by which the foreign buyer is assured that 
the grain shipped him win be equal in qual- 
ity to that passed as No. 2 by 
the Merchants’ Exchange inspectors. This 
will in all probability result in largely in- 
creased shipments to East St. Louis, in order 
to avoid the experts of the State Inspector. 
But the increase in the wheat trade will be 
much less than that which will take place in 
the corn trade. The shortage in the wheat 
crop of Southern Europe will, from the let- 
ters received by grain dealers in this city, 
have the effect of doubling or trebling 


the demand for American corn, and it is ex-
